—He did not rule out further 
tests of smaller hydrogen weap­ 
ons, however, pointing out that the 
H-bomb is one of the cleanest 
weapons devised by the govern­ 
m ent's nuclear scientists. 
—He accepted the findings of

from tests is not dangerous, He
